Parcels sent from Canada to the 
United States do not go direct to their 
destination, They are sent to the 
customs ports, which for the west 
are St. Paul, Seattle and Spokane. 
Here they are checked completely and 
the checking occupies the period of 
two or three days. Parcels mailed 
often, apparently in good time to 
reach their destination, arrive two or 
three days late, therefore, and, if the 
Tush is particularly heavy, the delay 
may be longer.
